Act aa a precedent, the honorable 
gentleman had demonatraleil that popu- 
bktlon alone was not the constitutional 
baais oT representation ; anil, next, that 
looking hi the ptut increase or population 
in ihe Pastoral District*, a" compnred 
nit 1 ! the ra'ios nf increaae in the other 
divisions of ihe colony, and at their nn- 
portance in point uf wcalih, the produce 
of thoic di*tricta conatituting at least 
two. thirds of oui exportt. he h ltd shown 
strong reasons why the Government had 
deemed it right to accord to the aquatters 
the number nf members spec in' erf in the 
Hill. Our natinfaction waa continet! to 
these grounds a far aj they/ went. And, 
apart from the tranaportatiim :j nest ion. 
ist still think them impregnable. If the 
ui tnal weight of the aouattera in the acale 
of colonial wealth and intelligence, 
ombined with their prospective increase 
in point of numbers, aa indicated by the 
.incertHitied results of the past, were 
the only elements in the calculation, 
we, for our own part, ahould have nn 
hesitation in admitting that the number 
of representatives assigned to the pas- 
toral district! ia rather beluw than above 
the mark. 

When honorable members talk about 
the port of Sydney bring inilcpendcnl 
of I lie squatters, and about one side nr 
Uenrgc-slrect being of greater value thai 
all the squalling stations in the colony 
nut together, thcyccTtainlv talk at random. 
What ihe productive resources of the 
country may berome Afr«i/l , cr, from wine, 
in! ion, minerals, and other exportable 
coramoditlei, ta matter of conjecture and 
ofhojicful anticipation; but that at the 
prrnrnt limr Ihe produce of the pastoral 
district* is the main source of our pros- 
perity, the and len failure of which would 
involve all c'as.es of the community, 
without exception, in distrcs* and 
comparative ruin, no thinking man, 
u-ith all the fact* before 
him. can for a moment 
doubt. We deeply regret that such 
buuld be the ease, and Itave over and 
over again slated trAy we regret it. 
but, whether we like it or not, it is. the 
r.if-T— and facta are stubborn things. 

While we do justice, however, to the 
commercial importance of the squatter*, 
we are not unmindful or the paint* in 

hich, as a el***', they are 
ftlilirtitta dattgrrmu Their known 
yearnings after convict labour, 
and their personal interest in 
keeping up the price of land. Tender it 
unsafe to entrust them with political 
power, antes* well guarded by trust- 
worthy check*. And, as we observed 
on a former occasion, we are the more 
jealoua of their being entrusted with 
llirtrt power, because their imiirrrt In- 
fluence in the Legislature is already con. 
si di' table, and, unless the electors be 
vigilant, may continue to be to for the 
future. Praprvtary *q natters are not all 
rraidmf squatter*. Many persons whose 
usual place of anode ia in Sydney or 
other towns cut a conspicuous figure in 
the luta of Crown lessee*, and are as 
deeply interested as thane who prrinnaMy 
squat in the two great questioaj just re- 
ferred to. 

Now, at the approaching general elec- 
tron, the elector* for counties and bo- 
roughs will do well to have a clear un- 
derstanding with the respective candi- 
dates) touching these questions. They 
(the elector*} may assume it as a fact 
that there will be in the new Council at 
trail eight members favourable to the re- 
newal of transportation, and unfavour- 
able to a reduction in the price of land. 
It will therefore be the duty of ail who 
hold sound views on these suhjecta, to 
withhold their voles from all aspirants 
after legislative honours who 
will not distinctly avow that 
they will do all they can to prevent the 
introduction into the colony of British 
felnna, whether called convicts, exiles, or 
expirees, and to procure such a reform in 
the land system as shall place the terri- 
torial revenue*, and the whole adminis- 
tration of the public lands, under the 
entire control of the Colonial Legis- 
lature.
